Carolina made a lively speech in favor

EG asserted that the, new 


sugar proposition would increase the 
pro tit a of the sugar refiners in ovary 
point. 
If that was the purpose of the 


managers of tbe bill, they should let tt 
be known. He was ia favor of a tax on 
euRar, but he believed it should be 
made ay light na possible and should 
give no special benefit to anybody.

era. He announced that this schedule 
which it was claimed gave leaa profit 
than the hnuao schedule, he had looked 
conscientiously into the,question with- 
out prejudice, and ho became satisfied 
thnt a clear differential of one-eighth of 
a cent was right.

The report of Jnne lat, consolidated 


from the returns of township, county 
and Btate-corr-eapoudeutB of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, makes the acreage 
of winter wheat at present growing, 
after allowing for abandonments, 94.-S 
per cent of the area harveeted Ja»t year, 
89.0 per cent of the area sown in the 
fall of ]89fi. Thia in round numbers ia 
21,562,000 acres. The percentages of 
winter wheat acreage, and upon the 
baais indicated, of the principal winter 
wheat etatea are aa follows: Ohio 97, 
Michigan 09, Indiana 94, Illinois ol. 
Missouri 00, Kanaan 97, California 105. 


The condition of winter wheat baa 


fallen since May let, being 78.-3 percent, 
against 80.2 at tbat date, a decline of 
1.7 uoints. The condition of June 1st 
last year waa 77 9. The percentages nf 
the principal statea are: Ohio 89, 
Michigan 79, Indiana 66. Illinois .38, 
Missouri 45, Kansas SS, California 73. 


The percentBge of spring wheat area

Senator Bacoii'ti Aiuendmeiit Adopted 


By a Decisive Vote of the 


Senate. 


WASHINGTON,.Jane 8.—By the decisive 


vote of 4i to 19 the senate today adopted 
an amendment to the tariff bill placing 
raw cotton, the great product of the 
South, on the dutiable Hat at 20 per 
cent-ad valorem. It is tba first tiruo in 
the hiatory of tariff legislation that coi- 
ton has been incorporated in a bill. The 
amendment was proposed by Mr. Ba- 
con, on his individual responsibility 
and without tho approval of the tinance 
committeo, which thug jar has bean 
requisite to the eucceaa of every amend- 
ment, escept a minor one which-.vent 
through by default. The amendment 
[ed to Q spirited debate, Democratic een- 
atura disclosing A wide difference of 
views, and at times exchanging sharp 
personal criticiamn. On the final vote 
six Democrats—Bacon aud 
Clay of 


Georgia, McEnery of Louisiana, Mc- 
Laurin and Tillman of South Carolina 
and Rawlina of Utah, voted with tha 
Kepublicana for the Bacon amendment, 
while the negative vote was solinly 
Democratic with one exception, Kyle, 
Popnliat. The debate ou cotton took np 
most of the day and but little progress 
was made on tho bill. Early in the 
day the angar achednle was passed over 
and the agricultural schedule taken np.

Absurd Stories Told by Witnesses 


at the Examination. 


Alfred D. Corkery, who tried to mur- 


der his sweetheart, Lillie Black, at 
Kinpflhurc a week apo last Sunday, had 
Iiia examination before Justice Bryan 
Tuesday aud waa discharged, the evi- 
dence apainet him bain? insufficient. 


MIPS Black, rather Mrs. Corkery, for 


it will be remembered that sho married 
tbe man who tried to cut her throat, 
told tbe Eamo preposterous atory on the 
witness stand that she poured into the 
ears of District Attorney Snow the day 
she came here to marry Corkery. She 
eaid that ane and her lover were aland- 
Inc at the pump talking. Corkery wee 
paring hia linger nails with a pen knife. 
An irresistible longiug to ?ive her a kiaa 
suddenly took possession of him and he 
tried to get a Nelson hold on her neck 
and draw her to him. Sheende.avoredto 
escape from his embrace and iu doing sc 
she received oeut.for Corkery had failed 
to put asidh hia knife. The wound was 
slight, and che did not know ahe hat 
been cut until she noticed blood on he: 
hand. She then became frightened ant 
pcreamed. The whole thing was acci 
dental, she eaid. 


While the girl's testimony waa ab- 


surd, some of the testimony given b; 
witnesses for tho prosecution waa equally 
BO. In fact, the witnesses on both side 
went to extremes, one side trying to 
make Corfeery oat a fiend and the othe 
annneel. Thus a woman who testified fo 
ibe prosecution said she HBW Corkory 
jab hie knife into Miaa Black's nsck and 
twist tho knife around in the wni"id. 
mother witness for the prOEecutiouj a 
_nau wtio claimed to be the firet to an- 
swer the girl'a cries for help, enid hs 
cleared a high fence and saw Corker.? 
holding the pirl'a head between hia lens 
and bhiahing at her throat. The local 
physician testified that the wonnd in- 
flicted by tho defendant wae fully three- 
quarters of an inch long, while the scar 
indicated that it bad bardly been half 
that Iocs:. In view of such testimony 
there appeared nothing for Justice Bryan 
to do hut to dischp.rgo the defendant, 
which he accordingly did.

tion of the State Board of Bank Com- 
misaionere. There ia a section in the 
Bank Commissioners* Act which pro- 
vides for the protection of depositors, 
and we "aupposed that we had been 
liquidating under that provieion.as well 
as under tho remainder of the law. be- 
cause we voluntarily did what the act 
authorizes the bank commissioners to 
compel ua to do by means of an injunc- 
tion. 
"But several of our depositors bronchi 


suit for their claima against tbo hank, 
and judgments were rendered adversely 
toue. As eoon as tbo com mission era 
were notified of that fact they immedi- 
ately took possession of all the assets of 
the hank and had the attorney general 
bring suit against it and its directors. 
Upon motion of Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Carter thu court today prantfcrt the 
injunction, which prevents any of the 
litigating depositors from eacrificinpauy 
of tho bank's assets by the levy oi an 
attar.hment or execution. 
"li-we ware not liqnUlaline under 


the bank commissioners' act aince the 
bank closed, as we supposed WR were," 
continued Mr. Ber&imnl, "we know 
that we are doing eo now. Truiio will 
be no change in thn manafromcnt, nor 
will thero ho any complications by rea- 
son oi thia injunction.

the additional aafuRUfitd of beir^' placed 
in a position whero enu= cunr.ot he 
maintained against us and our assets 
aucrificed or impaired.

It was the success 
cf this operation which led to tho sub- 
si-qi:ont attempt of Fisk, Gould nud 
ihi'ir associates to "comer" the yellow 
metal.

By the 22d day of Sep- 
tember the conspirators had bought 
more cold for fnhire delivery than there 
was in the city or.taide of tho snhtreas 
nry, and ihe price had risen to only 141. 


It looked as if tho ring would be 


forced to go under. On tho evening of 
the 28d the clique wot iu the private 
oGico of William Hratb & Co., and Wil- 
liam Belden, a former partner of -Fisk, 
was brought into the combination. Flo 
agreed to buy £8, 000,000 for account of 
the clique on tho following day. Ou 
Thursday, the 23d, Fisk visited tbn 
"goldroom," where tho dealings wero 
made, and offered to bet any pnrt cf 
gftO.OOO that gold wonld sell lit 200. Ho j 
went abont bulling gold everywhere and 
giving out the hint that the government 
was aware of tho deal and wonld not 
sell gold to relieve tlie situation. It was 
stated that he even proposed rn his asso- 
ciates to publish iu the newspapers a 
list of 250 Grins known to he short of 
*gold, and warning tbpm that if they 
did not settle by 3 o'clock at 1-15 a high- 
er figure would te demanded. But this, 
on advice of coun?el, -was rejected. 


The position was astounding. Tho 


calls on options held by the c.liq-oo fnr 
deliveries of gold by others were esti- 
mated to cover from §80,000,000 to 
5100,000,000, and the short interest was 
said to te about $250,000,000, although 
tbe extent of this interest had been con- 
cealed by lending the "cash" gold to 
the bears us fast as it was bought. 


Al! was arranged to put up gold rap- 


idly on Friday, the £ith, and terrify tho 
bears into settling. Albert Speycr, a 
gold broker, ivns chosen to do this under 
the orders of Fisk and Gould, Sustain- 
ing orders wwu given to 50 minor bro- 
kers, and the opening price of 143^ was 
held despite the furious sales of a legion 
of bears, and by 11 o'clock gold was 
J50. Meanwhile agents of the conspira- 
tors were visiting the offices of bear 
operators and trying to force them into 
settlements. When they refused, renew- 
ed orders wore given, and the price on 
the Exchange was hoisted to 160, Al- 
bert Speyer buying during that morning 
£20,000,000. William lieatb, fresh from 
the presence of the plotters, pushed 
through tho crowd uud bid 160 for $1,- 
000,000. 


This was followed by an appalling si- 


lence, and. many of the shorts rushed to 
the office of Gould's firm, Smith, Gould 
& Martin, and settled their contracts. 
The foreign bankers, however, refused 
to settle, and the price was put to IC2^. 
While Speyer was still frantically bid- 
ding "160 for $1,000,000" a whisper 
ran through the room, "Tho government 
is selling." 


Ten thousand furies seemed loosed. 


Every man in the crowd was shrieking 
offers to sell, itud with a crash the price 
fell to 136. The fabric of tha street( 
credit was in ruins, tbe Gold bank could 
Cot clear and suspended. Scores of firms 
were nnable to settle and went by tho 
board, and widespread devastation en- 
satd, which has made the name of 
"Black Friday" a terror to tho succeed 
iug generation. 


On that awful day Eobert Cunning- 


ham, who had formerly been manager 
of the Franklin Telegraph company iu 
Broad street, opposite the Stock Ex- 
chauge, was outside the counter, writ- 
ing a private dispatch, when he heard a 
luessngo passing over the wires from tho 
Krnctiiry of tho treasury at Washington 
to l'.\c subtreas-urer in New York, stat- 
ing that §4,000,000 of gold would bo 
sold on government account. Cunning- 
ham rushed to Fisk and bis partners 
and informed them of the dispatch, so 
that they received it before the sub- 
treasurer. It was this story that recalled 
Jlbfk Friday in connection with his 
death.—-New York Herald.

UNCLE SAM WANTS IT. 


The Valuable Cochiti Lanrl Grant & Snb 


The argument on what ifl known as 


the Cochiti land grant case, involving 
title to abont 9G, 000 acres of land in tho 
vicinity of Bland, N. W., was made re- 
cently in the United States supremo 
court. Tho main question at issue in the 
case is the definition of the north bound- 
ary line. The government contends 
that the boundary contemplated by the 
terms of the grant ia tho Pneblo do 
Cochiti, while the contention of the 
fnccetsurs of tbo grantee is that this 
north boundary is what ia known as the 
Pueblo Veijo, or Old Pueblo. The orig- 
inal grant was made to Joel Parker 
Whitney in 172B, and tlio litigation over 
the north boundary has arisen siuco thu 
discovery of the valuable mineral de- 
posits at Eland. 


Tlie court below rendered a decision iu 


favor of the government, cutting down 
the grant by a strip some ten miles wide, 
embracing about 96,000 acres and in- 
cluding the most valuable mines now 
being operated in that vicinity. Tho 
grantors havo appealed to the supreme 
court, aud the government attorney 
hopes to secure an affirmation of that 
decision. Should tlie decision be affirm- 
ed, it will relieve these mineral lands of 
a cloud on tho title,—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

to taic steps to obtain a more effectivo 
recognition of his sovereignty 
over 


Egypt, and ife is to this intention that 
is ascribed in London, as well as in tbo 
continental capitals, liis otherwise in- 
explicable action in continuing to call 
to arms the reserves in his Asiatic prov- 
inces at an enormous expense, which 
his treasury will havo difficulty in fac- 
ing. The war of Greece is so nearly 
at an end that these fresh troops cannot 
be destined for service in tho present 
conflict with King George. That Eng- 
land foresees somo tronblo of tho kind 
on tho part of the sublime porte, which 
is believed to be anting in deference to 
suggestions received from Berlin, is 
shown by the extraordinary prepnra 
rions-which ?he is making to meet steps 
Ench as thi?, even to the extent of en- 
deavoring to pat pressure upon Turkey. 
The great channel squadron has been 
brought round into tho Mediterranean, 
and while part of it is controlling thn 
strait of Gibraltar tho remainder is 
patrollinc tlio routo thence to Malta, 
whe^c an immense amount of stores of 
every kind, altogether out of proportion 
to tho w;mts of !he ordinary garrison, 
has lately been accumulated, while the 
troops there arc quietly being increased 
to such an extent thut within relative- 
ly few hours an army corps of from 
1)5,000 to -10,000 men could bo landed 
on tho coast of Greece or of Turkey or 
of Egypt.
